A loan and grant re- 
quest has been made to 
the Farmers’ Home Ad- 
ministration for $132,000 
to finance a central water 
system for 100 rural fami- 
lies in the Curtis Com- 
munity. 

Through the unselfish 


cooperation of the citizens 


of the Curtis Community, 
the Curtis Water and Fire 
Protection Authority has 
been incorporated under 
Act 107 of the Special 
Session of the Alabama 
Legislature of 1965, This 
incorporation was accom- 
plished through the Co- 
Operation of the Coffee 
County Commissioners’ 
Court. The Commissioners 
have also helped by making 
all communities in Coffee 
County eligible for grant 
assistance on such projects 
for rural community water 
and sewage systems by 
participating in a compre- 
hensive area plan for the 
entire county. 

Elected to the board of 
directors for the Corpora- 
tion were: Chairman, Joe 
Meacham; Vice Chairman, 
Cleo Griffin; and Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, John B,

said. Previously a person 
could only receive disa- 
bility benefits if he had 
a mental or physical im- 


pairment that was expected 
to continue for a long and 
indefinite time, or toresult 


in death, 


An applicant must have 
a total of five years of 


covered work during the 
ten-year period before he 
became disabled, but the 
five years need not becon- 
tinuous, Mr, Scott ex- 
plained. 

Mr. Scott also pointed 
out that the law has special 
work provisions for blind 
people. He advised allblind 
persons who have some 
work under social security 
to get in touch with their 
social security office.

Threat To U. S. 


A clarion 
surgent, revolutionary 
action has been’ sounded 
by officials of the Com- 
munist. Party, U. S, A, 
This policy switch was 
highlighted at the Party’s 
18th National Convention in 
June in New York City. 
Clearly a move for mass 
agitation, the new strategy 
comes at atime when hard- 
core communist leaders 
sense a growing mood of 
radicalism in America, a 
time when they feel a bold 
offensive will meet little 
resistance, 

Gus Hall, general 
secretary of the Party, 
speaking with exuberance 
and confidence to the con- 
vention delegates, stated, 
“The Party has started to 
grow in membership and 
influence. We are a factor 
in the left stream of each 
of the mass currents in 
the country,’’ Emphasizing 
this point, Hall said the 
Party must be thecatalyst, 
the teacher, and the guider 
of the ‘‘new left.’’ He called 
on the membership for a 
“move up toarevolution- 
ary level...where you have 
a longer range goal, where 
you will now use the ob- 
jective developments 
to bring an end to capital- 
ism and its replacement by 
socialism,”’ 

The Party’s aims are 
broad and sweeping. Ac- 
celerated communist in- 
fluence can be expected 
in racial matters, civil 
rights issues, brutality 
charges against police, 
peace activities, and num- 
erous other areas. Also, 
the youth of our Nation 
are being singled out for 
special attention, The 
Party’s chief hope for rapid 
growth and approval rests 
on its efforts to entice rest- 
less young men and women 
into its ranks, andthe com- 
munists already have good 
cause to be optimistic. 
Their campaign to blanket 
college and university 
campuses with communist 
speakers -- a program that 
has been accepted with 
palliative indifference by 
many persons - is a re- 
sounding success in the 
eyes of the Party. 

Hall gave special praise 
to those who worked to get 
Marxism and the viewpoint 
of the communists onto the 
campuses, andhe was quick 
to label the response to 
these appearances as a 
protest against legal re- 
strictions which have 
plagued the Party, ‘‘Our 
concept of speaking to the 
millions,’’ Hall concluded, 
‘‘hecame areality.’’ A bou- 
quet was also tossed to the 
W. E. B, DuBois Clubs of 
America, the communist- 
spawned Marxist youth 
organization, for success- 
fully drawing increasing 
numbers of college youth 
into the Party. Working 
hand in hand with the Du- 
Bois Clubs on the cam- 
puses are organizations 
such as the Students for a 
Democratic Society, a 
militant youth group which 
receives support from the 
Communist Party and 
which in turn supports 
communist objectives and 
tactics. Hall has char- 
acterized it, along with the 
DuBois Clubs, as a group 
which the Communist Party 
has ‘‘going for us,” 

What does this open, all- 
out thrust for power and 
approyal mean to patriotic 
Americans? It means that 
the revolutionary forces of 
atheistic communism, 
which in recent years have 
been on the defensive, are 
now working openly and 
defiantly to destroy our 
system of free enterprise 
and democracy, It means 


| that those who choose to 


downgrade the internal 
threat of communism are 
sadly underestimating the 
zeal and dedication of hard- 
core Party leaders.

Fire Prevention week will 
be observed in Coffee Coun- 
ty October 9-15, October 9 is 
significant in American history 
because it was on this day in 
1871 that the great Chicago fire 
gutted 40 square blocks and 
killed hundreds of people, 

Dr. McLeod, county health 
officer, urges all residents to 
take a few minutes during the 
week and check their homes for 
possible fire hazards, 

Burns kill more people in 
Alabama each year than any 
other type of home accident. 
They are especially high during 
the winter months due to faulty 
heating devices Dr. McLeod 
said, All heaters should be 
checked to insure leak-free 
connections and all pilot lights 
and safety valves should be 
tested before the heater is light- 
ed. 

Open fireplaces should be 
guarded by a fire screen, Many 
leaths and serious injuries oc- 
eur each year when small child- 
ren fall into unguarded fires, 
the health officer warned, Each 
year in Alabama several child- 
ren burn to death because they
